The report that the 
government plang to take over the 
sale and distribution of beer in 
Alberta hag been denied by cabinet 
ministers. But th ematter does not 
end there, for it may yet be brought 
up in the legislature by M. L. As.

The taking over of the sale and 
distribution of beer would result in 
a consolidatinn of the beer and 
liquor business in many- towns, nad 
men now employed by Distributors 
Ltd., sole agents for beer saleg in 
Alberta, would be dismissed. This 
would add to unemployment and 
general distress in the province, and 
mean a further loss in the purchas- 
ing power of the public.

matter. The proper functioning of 
the thyroid gland ig dependant on 
lodine, a deficiency of which com- 
monly manifests itself in goitre or 
“big neck.” 

A simple mineral mixture which 
has been used for a number of years 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, Alberta, consists of 
60 pounds of ground Hmestone, 20 
pounds of steamed bone meal, and 
20 pounds of salt. This mineral is 
fed at the rate of # founds to 100 
pounds of the grain mixture, Ground 
limestone is used to supply lime; 
steamed bone meal contributes the 
two elements, lime and phosphorus, 
and salt conveys chlorine, 

The most convenfent form in 
which to feed lodine ig to mix po- 
tassium jodide with common salt. 


For cows, dissolve four ounces of 
potassium iodide in warm water, 
using the minimum amount of 


water required to dissolve the drug. 
Spread 100 pounds of thoroughly 
dry salt evenly and in a thin layer 
on a clean floor and sprinkle the 
solution of potassium fodide evenly 
over it and mix well. At Lacombe 
the cattle are allowed to help them- 
selves to the iodized salt from a box 
in the barnyard. 
SEPARATE GRADING FOR 
GARNET NOT EXPECTED 


Garnet wheat wilt no the graded 
separately this year. This was indi- 
cated in semi-official statements 
made Tuesday following weeks of 
speculation among Alberta farmers. 

Many inquiries have been made 
by farmers in all parts of the prov- 
ince, particularly in the northern 
end Peace River areas, as to the 
possibility of Garnet being graded 
separately. For a year or two there 
has been controversy as to whether 
English millers would take Garnet 
en a separate grade. HB. B. Ramsay, 
chief commissioner of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners, visited Eur-|® 
op elast summer and reported on 
his return opinion divided on the 
question. 

It has been unofficiall yreported 
that the committee on western grain 
standards which 
during the early winter, 
ed that legislation be passed 
would bring about the 
grading of Garnet. 

While the committee felt 
the present might not be an oppor- 
tune time to effect the separate 
grading, the responsibility of putting 
such a change into operation was 
left with the Board of Grain Com- 
missioners, the committee stating 
tha tit should become effective not 
later than 1934. 

The last official statement on the 
situation was made in the House of 
Commons February 3, when the fol- 
|lowing discussion took place: 

“May I ask the minister of trade 
and.commerce whether it ig still the 
intention of the government to bring 
down certain amendments to the 
Canada Grain Act, as previously an- 
nounced, more particularly that with 
respect to the separate grading of 
Garnet wheat," asked Hon, W. ¢ 
Motherwell, Melville. 

“It ig not thought desirable that 
any revision of the Grain Act should 
be proceeded with, and the informa- 
tion that we have secured is not 
considered completely satisfactory 
to Warrant our proceeding with the 
particular item referred to,” re- 
plied Hon. H. H. Stevens, minister 
of trade and commerce.

Getting Most Out of V: 

In selecting a good list of 
ables, all those which have “gh 
Satisfaction in the pas tshould 
included. To this should be added 
a few new things, particularly tho 
which promise to. fit into 
places or favorite dishes, Next, the 
list is divided under two headings, 
those that are planted early, such as 
lettuce, radish and spinach, an 
those which must not go in unt 
danger of frost is over. Then, with 
the catalogue at hand for authori 
the list is again checked and besi e 
each kind there is noted whether it 
ig tall or short, wide or narrow, 
whether it should be started indoors, 
and whether it may be planted gev- 
eral times a week or ten days apart. 
With this information availab a 
plan can be laid out. Tall things 
like corn require at least two feet 
betwee nrows, while wide branching 
potatoes, peas, and beans will need 
almost as much. Trailing sorty, of 
the cucumber and melon families 
also take up a good deal of room, 
On the other hand, carrots, beets, 
parsnips, spinach, do not require 
more than twelve inches between 
rows in hand cultivation. Where 
space is at a premium there are 
other short cuts, such as interplant- 
ing the very early stuff like radish 
and spinaih, and the first lettuce, 
with carrots, beets, and cabbage 
which will not require full room un- 
til well on in the season, 

Now it is obvious that vegetables 
requiring an early start in a window 
box or hot bed should be specially 
marked. Among the list will be 
tomatoes, celery, peppers, egg plants, 
cabbage, and Brussell’s spro ~ 
There ig very little trouble in get 
good sized plants and even if dhar 
will come on from seed outdoors, 
from three to six weeks can be saved
